Ervin L. “Ikey” Dayton, 
professor emeritus of 
economics, has been named 
recipient of the Distinguished 
Service Award given by the 
Alumni Association and will 
be honored Saturday, October 
29 at Homecoming activities. 

In making the an- 
nouncement Joseph W. 
Kessel, ‘48, Association 
president, noted that Prof. 
Dayton served on the college 
faculty from 1937 until his 
retirement in 1970. During 
that time he was secretary of 
the Alumni Association from 
1940 until 1954. He gave 
assistance in the 
reorganization of the Alumni 
Association in 1962 and has 
continued to provide 
information and be of service 
to the Alumni Office. Theta 
Sigma Chi members will 
recall his devotion and work 
with this fraternity during his 
tenure at the college. 

He is the son of the late Mr.

Club at its regular luncheon 
meeting. During his speech, 
Dr. Budig emphasized the 
“special pride in Potomac 
State College” that West 
Virginia University has. He 
singled out the faculty of the 
junior college as deserving 
special recognition because of 
its unusual commitment to 
education. 

In reviewing the graduates 
of Potomac State, he noted 
that a great number of them 
are largely productive 
citizens. Dr. Budig said we 
could prove the value of this 
college to the University and 
the state of West Virginia. He 
cited two outstanding 
examples in Dean W. Robert 
Biddington of the West 
Virginia University School of 
Dentistry and Prof. I.D. 
Peters, chairman of the math 
department at WVU and 
faculty representative to the 
Board of Regents. 

Another way to show its 
value is to count the friends 
and supporters of Potomac 
State College across the state. 
Very few schools can show 
the strong voice of support 
that Potomac State can 
arouse. 

Also he pointed out the 
attractive nature of the 
campus as a valuable asset. 
“The setting is ideal for a 
meaningful educational ex- 
perience.” 

The true test of the college’s 
effectiveness is the fact that if 
you look closely at and 
analyze the supporters of the 
school you will find they are 
former students and parents 
of students. The people who 
know the college best are the 
ones who hold the greatest 
respect for it.
